Crop Reporting Service announces, j 
The July prediction was 9,300.000 j 
bushels, as compared with the Au- j 
gust 
I 
forecast 
of 
8,545,000 
bushels. 
The anticipated crop still exceeds 
the 1927 harvest by 
more 
than 
2,000,000 fnjshels, however. 
The j 
commercial apple crop of tile state 
is estimated at 1.054,000 barrels, 
or 90,000 barrels short of the esti­ 
mate made a month ago, but 200,- 
000 bari els in excess of the 
1927 
production. 
Peaches and pears show an im­ 
provement. 
The state peach crop 
expectations 
have 
increased 
by 
65.000 bushels, and now* stands 84 
per cent better than the 1927 har­ 
vest. 
The 
total 
estimate 
is 
1.745.000 bushels. 
Pear production is expected to 
reach 576,000 bushels, which is up-
